The
Prince of Wales, her husband, haunts the
theatres of the city as usoal.

Gap Explosion in t'e Uity Post Office,

The City Post Offico here ia supplied with
gas manufactured from gasoline on the pre-
miser, This morning, between b and 8 o'clock,
there appearing to be some obstruction to the
machinery, James H, Kennedy, the Treasurer
and BSuperintendent, accompanied by H. H.
Doubleday, formerly of Binghamton, N. Y.,
and L. B, Mosg, clerks in the office, went into
the basement-room, where the gasometor is
located, to examine into the canse of the diffi-
culty., They carried a light with them, and
as the flame came in contact with the uncon-
fined gas, an explosion occurred, and these
gentlemen were at once enveloped in Names,

Mr, Kennedy, as soon a8 he could resover
his pregence of mind, ran for assistance, while
Mr. Doubleday, althongh his own clothes were
on fire, rempined to assist in guppressing the
burning olothing of his companion, Mr. Moss,
The last named is badly, perhapa mortally,
injured. The others, though burped in the
fuce and hands, are not, it is believed, inter-
pally affected, The explogion was like that
of gnnpowder. It jarred a fourtecn-inch wall
thirty or more feet from the gasometer to such
an extent ng to detaeh the plastering, and
blew open a locked door, splintering the wood.

He
hoped the Bl would be recommitted, with in-

atructions to the Fivance Committes to
investigate where any officers of the
ingtitution had been guilty of the al-

leged miseonduct. Whatever they might do,

the banks should be taught that the public
credit shsll not be tampered with. At the
suggestion of Me, Crumyp, Mr. Baldwin agreed

that the bill should be committed to the Com-
mittes on Bavks, with instructions to inquire
whether any depository of public moneys, or
any officers thereof, have been guilty of any
impropriety in connection with the pro d
payment of interest upon the public debt, or
any attempt to obstruct snch payment or
otherwise to impair the publie credit, and that
the said sommittes have authority to send for
lu-rrmuh and papers. The Richmond banks,
jy the bill raferred to, would be deprived of
the nse of the funds required to pay the State
debt and a percentage of two and half per
month.

Armed State Forces in Richmond,

A despatch from Richmond to-day says,
notwithstanding the order of Gen Scho-
ficld, disbanding all military organizations,
there iz now in that cil{ anarmed force, known
a4 the “‘Public Guards,”' which was reorgan-
ized by the present General Assembly, which
made an alipmprin.tiun of $40,000 for their
expengesd, Their duty at present amounts to
nothing more than to guard the penitentiary,
which can easily be performed by the military
without any tax on the impoverished people.
Gov. Pierepont has always been opposed to this
organization, on account of ita comparative
ndelessness and heavy expense. It had, pre-
vious to the war, been keep in existence on
account of fears of an Insurrection among the
negroes, and was used to guard the armory.
These necessities no longer require a State
guard, and are amply provided for by the
Military Lill. It is #aid that General Schoflald
will, upon the arrival of some troops, shortl
expected, disband this supernumerary organi-
zation,
